COMMUTERS are optimistic that 
Chancellor George Osborne might 
fund a replacement for their 
smokey diesel train in his June 
spending review. 

Members of Barking Gospel Oak 
Rail User Group (BGORUG) have 
been calling for action for 10 years. 

But they hope intervention from 
Walthamstow's Labour MP Stella 


Creasy could help loosen Treasury 
purse strings for the Gospel Oak 
Line out of Barking. 

The MP has written to 
Chancellor asking him for action, 
and said: “It makes little sense to 
be investing in projects like 
Crossrail and the Tube update, 
when a large section of London 
continues to be served by diesel 
trains. 

“The continued use of diesel also 
has negative environmental effects. 


“The project has been shown to 
be value for money and would ben¬ 
efit the city as a whole.” 

Glenn Wallis BGORUG secre¬ 
tary said he was delighted with the 
MP's backing and the support the 
campaign has gathered in recent 
months. 

It is supported by Transport for 
London and Network Rail who 
have offered £35million towards 
the project. 

The London Assembly is also in 


favour with former assembly trans¬ 
port committee chair. Lib Dem, 
Caroline Pidgeon and for other 
Labour members writing to the 
chancellor. 

The government has confirmed 
the cost of the scheme could be as 
much as £90m, although cam¬ 
paigners insist it is less. 

Ms Creasy is asking for the chan¬ 
cellor to put back in the upcoming 
round of spending later this year 
to re-consider.

The number of children coming into care has been increasing every year, 
but there are not enough foster carers able to give them a safe home. 
A child comes into care and needs a foster home every 22 minutes in the UK, 
so more foster families are needed urgently to provide a warm and loving 
environment to vulnerable children in the community. 

Some children need a safe place to stay for only a few nights, whilst others 
might stay in long-term foster care until they are grown up. It is important 
that children who require care have foster carers who can meet their needs, 
so foster children are matched very closely with carers to help ensure that the 
placement will be successful. 

Could you make a difference and become a foster carer? 

• You may be married, live as a couple, be single or divorced 

• You may be gay or heterosexual 

• You may be from any ethnic background, culture or religion 

• You may be employed, unemployed or early retired 

• You may be a home owner or a tenant 

• You do not need any formal qualifications to become a foster carer 

What you will need is a spare bedroom for the exclusive use of the foster 
child, patience and flexibility, and the time and energy to invest in a child or 
young person. 

Caroline’s story: 

My name is Caroline. I am 49 years of age and a single parent to two 
daughters, aged 22 and 12. I have been a foster carer for eleven years and 
have been with my current agency for five years now. I became a foster carer 
because I wanted to make a difference and support vulnerable children; 
I felt as a parent I was naturally equipped with motherhood, so caring for less 
privileged children came as second nature.

My first foster child stayed with me for only a short time, but the trust 
and love that developed between us remains today. She still visits regularly 
as a part of our family, now with a child of her own! I then became a long¬ 
term foster carer to three brothers, Christopher (11), David (10) and Billy (7). 
All of the boys are now grown up and living independent lives. 

I cannot say it was always easy - there were many difficult times - but 
perseverance, persistence and patience became rewarding. For me, the best 
part was knowing that I could make a positive impact in the childrens lives 
and help them change things for the better. Seeing the children grow into 
independent and intelligent individuals has brought me satisfaction and 
helped me to become a better person. 


All of this would not have been possible had it not been for the support 
network around me - my family and friends, and my supervising social 
worker, Cathy. Her wealth of knowledge and professionalism has helped 
me enormously. I recently completed 5 years of service with the National 
Fostering Agency and was presented with an award at a ceremony in London! 
I would like to thank my agency for their support, and express my gratitude 
to all those carers who take the time to make a difference. 



Ben’s story: 

I was brought up in care and 
I moved away from my family 
when I was 10 years old. I 
didn’t have a great time to start 
off with; I moved a lot and 
also changed schools, which 
was pretty rubbish at the time. 

When I was 13,1 moved in with 
some foster carers that I really 
liked! They listened to what 
I had to say and really cared 
about me. I was at a new school 
with loads of new friends, and 
I really wanted to stay. 

After a few years at school 
I got my GCSEs and they were 
really important to me, as I 
wanted to get into college and 
study for my A-Levels. I now 
have my A-Levels under my 
belt and I’m looking to go to 
university soon. 

I really like to exercise and I’m 
always out and about - running, 
swimming and going to the gym. When I’m not exercising or working you will 
find me in the living room playing FIFA with my foster brother...and he 
always wins!

CAMPAIGNERS are cele¬ 
brating saving historic 
EMD cinema with a spe¬ 
cial screening of film by 
Alfred Hitchcock - who 
watched movies there 
when he was a boy. 

The McGuffin Film 
Society, which fought for 
ten years to save the 
Walthamstow cinema from 
conversion to a church, is 
marking last week’s 
Government decision to 
preserve it, with a free 
showing of a film about 
the area made by the mas¬ 
ter of suspense. 

The group will show the 
feature-length documen¬ 
tary ‘Alfred Hitchcock in 
East London’ which is 
about the legendary direc¬ 
tor’s Waltham Forest roots 
and inspirations. 

“This is a great opportuni¬ 
ty to thank everyone in the 
borough who has supported 
the campaign to save the 
EMD Cinema and a chance 
to celebrate Waltham 
Forest’s unique legacy as 
the birthplace of the world’s 
most famous film director,” 
said McGuffin spokesman 
Bill Hodgson. 

Hitchcock was born 



above his father’s Leyton- 
stone grocery store in 1899 
and is believed to have 
watched films on the EMD 
site as a boy. He went on to 
create some of the most 
influential and enduring 
films of all time and last 
year the British Film 
Institute voted his 1958 
masterpiece Vertigo as the 
greatest movie ever made. 

The screening of ‘Alfred 
Hitchcock in East 
London’ is being held as 
part of Waltham Forest 
Council’s Love Your High 
Streets weekend. It is free 
entry, on Saturday, June 8 
at O’Neils Music Venue, 
762 Leytonstone High 
Road, London Ell.

RYAN ten Doeschate and Hamish 
Rutherford dominated at the crease 
as Essex beat Scotland by 125 runs in 
the Yorkshire Bank 40 Group B 
match at Chelmsford. 

The home side reached 368 for 
seven - their highest 40-overs total. 
Scotland responded with 243 for eight. 

Ten Doeschate’s 180 was his best 
limited-overs score for Essex and New 
Zealand international Rutherford 
marked his Essex debut with 110. 

The pair were supreme during an 
innings that included 23 sixes and 23 
fours. 

Rutherford launched his Essex career 
with a wonderful century of clean and 
powerful hitting off just 88 balls. 

The partnership finally ended when 
Rutherford was caught going in search 
of another boundary with the score on 
279, while ten Doeschate’s innings 
came to a close four overs later when 
he was bowled by Michael Leask. 

Scotland had actually started well. 
Tom Westley was bowled out on the 
fourth ball of the match while Owais 
Shah, making his first appearance after 
his stint in the Indian Premier League, 
was also dismissed for a duck after 
Mark Pettini had been caught for 23. 

At that stage the Eagles were 49 for 
three in the 11th over but that was the 
final cause for celebration for the 
Saltires bowlers. 

Essex retained their control of the 
match when they took the first four 
Scotland wickets inside the opening 
10 overs for just 55 runs. 

Preston Mommsen joined Ewan 
Chalmers in a well-constructed 64- 
run partnership before man-of-the- 
match ten Doeschate took a hand 
once more. He removed both bats¬ 
men in successive overs leaving the 
visitors on 124 for six and then ended 
a 39-run stand for the seventh wicket 
when he ran out Moneeb Iqbal. 

■ Graham Napier recorded sensa¬ 
tional figures of 7-32, including four 
wickets in four balls, to help Essex to 
a 178-run victory over Surrey in the 
Yorkshire Bank 40 at Chelmsford. 

The English all-rounder treated the 
Essex crowd to a dazzling display with 
the ball to leave Surrey in tatters. 

After clean bowling Jason Roy (2) 
and Ricky Ponting (2) in his opening 
spell, Napier returned to remove Azhar 
Mahmood (36), Zander de Bruyn (0), 
Tom Newell (0) and Jon Lewis (0) in 
successive balls in an incredible over. 

The feat reduced Surrey to 113-8 in 
response to Essex's imposing 312-7 
and from there, there was no way back. 

Napier struck again in his next over 
with the wicket of Stuart Meaker to 
register the second best-ever List A 
bowling figures for any Essex player, 
and David Masters sealed an emphatic 
win with the wicket of Gary Keedy. 

Earlier, Owais Shah and Ravi 
Bopara had led the scoring for the 
home side, with Shah playing a superb 
innings of 68 from 53 balls including 
three sixes and four boundaries. 

Bopara warmed up for the ICC 
Champions Trophy with 54 from 58 
balls, with five boundaries and a six, 
sharing a 55-run partnership in just 
27 balls alongside Shah.
